And detective novels, 
the fruit of years ol Iast-mlnut« shopping In 
stations for something to while away a te- 
dious train Journoy. 

But these fill only a shelf or two. The rest 
ol the books are "sets." the result of visits 
from hungry, persistent salesmen with tholr 
toe In the door and the wiles of the devil 
on the tip or their tongue. They had a way 
Of making you fed shamoIuUy UlUorate, of 
ConvlnolnEt you that your children would grow 
up with hair on their spines If you didn'' 
)Juy tholr sots of history, knowledge or gold' 
leaf encyclopedia. 

And 10 you paid three prices for the set 
and got beautifully ttung. But you weren't 
the only sucker in town. The acquisition of 
literary gems throughout American became a 
series of unhappy incidents that happened 
In the best of lamlllefl, and which went 
unmentloncd by common, tacit consent. Tho 
Irony of It all Is that you may not have re- 
moved any of thcis books from their sholvea 
except for routlno dusting. 

It is easy to understand why book pub' 
llBhlng firms are riot aalcep' t6 the fact that 
in many cases sets ot books are bought mere- 
ly as a component port ot a piece of fur- 
niture. You can't blame the companies, for 
niter all they are In the business to Aoll books. 
Maybe there's nothing so awful about buy- 

, Ing literature by the yard. After all, didn't 

• Dr. Ellot sell Harvard Classics by the foot? 

■ At least, you'U have to hand It to the old- 

■ time book peddler. He made something of 
pretense of trying lo convince you that books 
should be bought to bo read. 



SHOW-ME ATTITUDE ON PEACE 
Some people will probably take a dismal 

■ view of tho latest findings of tho University 
of Denver's national opinion research center. 
Throuehout the nation pollsters asked this 

. question: "Do you expect tho United States 
to fight In another war within tho next 50 
years?" And 54 per cent of tho replies were In 
the affirmative. 

Two years ago the research center asked 
the same question, and got "yes" from 50 per 
cent. In both polls 4 per cent said, "It de- 
pends on the peacii." and 25 per cent an- 
swered "No." But In the present poll the un- 
decided group has Jumped from 12 to 17 per 
cent. 

Theso answers lo us indicate a rather 
healthy Missouri-type skepticism. In two 
years, if the poll la accurate and typical. 8 per 
cent more Americans have at least come to 

-believe "peace in our time" Is not Impossible. 
In those same two years a long forward step 
has been made toward a world peace organl- 
tation. But there have been o couple of side 

, steps which make Indecision or reserve 
derstandable. 
After the last war soaring hope gradually 

• gave way to complacency. Today tho ordinary 
citizen Is more wary. He Is watching his own 
government and its allies more carefully. He 
wants to be sure that he does not confuse a 
desire for lasting peace with a blind trust 
that It Is comlns to pass. And vigilance no less 
than hope Is port of the American people's 
rolB in helping to shape "a people's peace,"

That Is, they should nune a 
wife and two children, or a wife, a child, and It they 
have only one youngster, o parent. By that ar- 
roDgemcnt. there. la_a. better, chance. ot-coUecUnt the 
full amount.

FiBALL DASHES 



By J. noail PRUEtT

A dsallng meteor suddenly flash- 
ed blue-green agahut tho slqr, wUd-' 
ly Hcurrted toward thif horlion, ex- 
ploded—and was Bonel Tho blinding 
lien- visitor with Its atreamtag tall 
of flame and vari-colored sparks 
momentarily lighted clearly the 
landscape below. But within two 
seconds all was over and the dark- 
ncEs seemed Inky black. 

Such Is the picture described by 
those nearest tlie patli ot the bril- 
liant fireball which dashed across 
southwestern Oregon at about B:ia 
p. m. Jan. 7, It was vUlble as a 
spectacular object for hundreds of 
miles In every directions. 

Newspapers and radio stations at 
once asked observers to send data 
to the American Meteor society. 
The Information most dealred wai 
the apparent angular height ot the 
meteor at Its appearance and dis- 
appearance pohits, and the direc- 
tions from the obeerver, aa measured 
along the horleon. ot these twt) po- 
sitions. With accurate data o I this 
sort from widely separated locall. 
tlEi. lines of sight may be drawn 
which will determine appraxhnately 
the ten-ltory over which tho celes- 
tial visitor passed. Its height, slope 
of descent and probable landing 
locality o( any unbunied fragments. 
Ii Reperla 

Reports wero received from H 
obeervert acattera^' over the great- 
er part ot Onaoa iwd In toMlhem 
Washington and northern Callfor-' 
nia. To about 30 ot these, question- 
naires wero eent with Instructions 
on-how to measure directions and 
angular heights. Compasses and 
clinometers wero mailed to a few. 
Others used their own compasiei. 
TYan-ilta wero used by three. 

Many observers were In n-. . 

automobiles where directions were 
uncertain. Their data la usuallj 
only approxImatei^metlmeaJmdly, 
In error. Hut tliote among familiar 
landmarks usually had definite 
tines ot Bight. Earnest Flint of Vrn- 
couver. Wash., drew a diagram 
showing where he was sitting In 
church and the open window 
til rough which he viewed the fire- 
ball. R. O. Ott at the Bast end ot 
the Bteel bridge In Portland, noted 
It fell behind the Veterans' hos- 
pital. 

At Snlem, Dr. O. C. Bclllnget 
aligned the object with a familiar 
fence, and Ralph Ncwmnn noted 
11 disappeared at the end of a long 
street. Near Cor\*BlIlfl. Mrs. L. D, 
Corl projected an Imn Binary llns 
from her eye — from her position on 
a davenport~near the window. Not 
far from there, J. H. Batchclli 
oblnlned another Indoor line of sight 
hlch checked to an exact defirco 
Willi that furnished by Mrs. Cori. 
Best gDlulion 
best solution from the data 
obtained indicates the fireball be- 
came visible at a height ot approxi- 
mately 70 milea over a locality about 
3D miles southeast of Eugene, dash- 
ed downward at a steep slope and 
two aecontls later disappeared about 
lOO miles lo the souUiwest at o low 
level In tho coastal region 
Agncss. 

Considerable noise was heard 
along a EO-mlle strip from Ooos bay 
'~ Agneis. As most of that region 

a cloud covered, much contu- 
sion and contradiction exlats tn the 
dlroctlona reported from there.
